Students Asked For 
Library Suggestions 

Carnegie Corporation Grant 
Made Model Library 
Possible 

Student cooperation is now asked in 
conjunction with the proposed Carne- 
glo Model Library to be set up in the 
Reading Room of the Arts Building, 
probably at the beginning of next term. 
Prom now until the end of ithe college 
term there will be a book in the Red- 
path library in which students may 
enter their suggestions. These will be 
later considered by the Library au- 
thorities and a suitable list of books 
chosen. 

This Model Library was made pos- 
sible by a recent grant of the Carne- 
gie Corporation of $15,000, payable in 
three instalments of $5,000 each. The 
library will contain no text books, peri- 
odicals or books of a technical nature; 
rather it will consist of the best stan- 
dard books that have ever been writ- 
ten on subjects of University study; in 
a word a library of the best books of 
•tudent reading. 

The number of books when the lib- 
rary is completed will be in the neigh- 
borhood of 10,000 volumes, and all of 
these of great excellence. This library 
win be of general interest to under- 
graduates of all faculties and it was for 
this reason that the Arts Building was 
chosen as the tentative site. The first 
Instalment will be paid this summer 
and it is for this reason that student 
opinion is now being sought, as it is 
■ludents who will be primarily affect- 
ed by the appearance of such a library 
on the Campus.

The Annual, which is to appear dur- 
ing, the - week . T-of - April. 2nd,-. win be 
bound in shiny, black, imitation lea- 
ther, with a small McGill crest press- 
ed into the leather in the lower right- 
hand corner, not pasted on as it ap- 
pears in the Prospectus. The remain- 
ing pages give a sample of the kind of 
type being used, the quality of paper, 
the arrangement of the biography 
pages, and the success of the engrav- 
ing. 

Advance Indications 

A close examination of the Prospec- I 
tus reveals proof of careful planning 
and expert execution on the part of 
the printer and engraver. The type 
chosen is clear and easy to read; the 
paper of a type calculated to take en- 
graving with the best possible results; 
the photographs are. with a few ex- 
ceptions, very satisfactory, and (for 
greater clarity) set in separate frames; i 
and the club write-ups have been 
lengthened to include more than a 
bare out-line of club* activities, 

Since there is more to an Annual 
than the Graduate pictures and Club 
reports, the Prospectus can show only 
part of the contents of the Year Book. 
The Frontispiece, the gallery of Deans, 
the Campus Life Section, the Faculty 
Sheets, drawn by College artists, and 
the pictures of the classes are Impor- 
tant parts of the Annual.

Stressed Desire of University 
To Concentrate on Select 
Group 



New York, March 21. — (Special to 
The Daily). — One hundred graduates 
gathered at the Fraternity Club in 
New York City last ' night to cele- 
brate the 38th annual dinner of the 
McGill Graduate Society of New York 
and to hear Dr. C'T. Martin of the 
faculty of medicine who was the guest 
speaker for the occasion. 

In a very brief but exceedingly witty 
address Dr. Martin outlined the trend 
of activities at McGill; during the past 
year. He pointed out that building ac- 
tivities had been somewhat curtailed 
but he asserted that "Buildings arc not 
the only things which make the uni- 
versity." The speaker conveyed to his 
audience the desire of McGill not to 
enlarge the student body stating that 
the University felt it could do much 
better by concentration on a small 
group. 

Dr. Martin paid tribute in glowing 
terms to Dean .Brown of the faculty 
of science, a tribute which was heart- 
ily applauded by the entire assembly, 
particularly the men of science. He 
also spoke of the severe loss inflicted 
on the Faculty of Arts through the 
death of Dr. Waugh. Dr. Martin 
gave a brief summary ; of the accom- 
plishments of the university in the 
academic and athletic fields gener- 
ally. The dinner was also addressed by 
Dr. Reld W. Blair, a graduate of the 
old school of comparative medicine, 
as well as by Dr. Hiram Vlneberg, the 
founder and- one of "the two living 
charter members of 'this society., To- 
ronto .

The dinner was featured by McGill 
songs and cheers and the entire re- 
pertoire of McGill ' classics was ex- 
hausted before the evening terminat- 
ed.

Society -Heard Talk 
On Mine Ventilation 

Dust Removal Is Of Primary 
Importance 

"Secondary Ventilation In Metal 
Mines"' was the subject of an address 
given yesterday afternoon to the Min- 
ing and Metallurgical Society by Mr. 
Maurice Nickolls. Mr. Nickolls, who is 
connected with the Affiliated Engin- 
eering Co., is an authority upon this 
subject. 

The main reasons for the necessity 
of good ventilation are the removal of 
explosive fumes, the removal 6f dtist, 
the dissipation of heat and the pro- 
viding of fresh air for the workers. Of 
these the most important Is the dust 
menace with the consequent danger of 
Silicosis— a lung disease unfortunately 
too prevalent in Canada. Mr. Nickolls 
then went on to describe the technical 
side of his subject! and after the close 
of his address answered questions. Af- 
ter a vote of thanks to the speaker the 
meeting was adjourned.

The working class has shown more 
calmness, inlatlve, and mental cool- 
ness in combatting the present depres- 
sion than has the "white-collar class," 
stated Mr. Whiting Williams, speaking 
In Room 39 of the Arts Building yes- 
terday aftcrrm^ 

1910 Mr. Williams ha? been working 
among and with the laborers of many 
countries, including England, Wales, 
France, Germany, and, in the last 
three years, the United States. Clad in 
overalls he went about these men, who 
accepted him with a readiness which 
almost hurt his feelings, he said. 

Sevrai reasons wwe given for the 
surprising, state of mind of the unem- 
ployed, which has persisted in spite o* 
their material str .its, which are quite 
as bad. and even, more tragic than they 
are described. Among others are the 
higher living conditions of the working 
classes before the Depression, which 
they do not. consider unnatural, nr 
bound not to return again; the increas- 
ed number of women wage-earners, 
! and the effect of the family, not as a 
1 sentimental but as an economical fac- 
tor. Mr. Wllilams also mentioned the 
radios possessed by many unemployed, 
with the consequent broadening effect, 
the greater concern of employers, and 
the closing of saloons. 

it is hard to raise any alarm about 
trie Red Menace In the United States. 
Communist and Socialist candidates 
received very few votes in the last 
elections, and these were largely from 
idealists and not from workers.' When 
workers do riot they are led largely by 
hunger. They do not want wholesale 
abolition of property rights but an an- 
swer to the ancient ' prayer of man- 
kind, ""Give us this day our daily job.' 
. Those who look at unemployment 
only from its economic side are avoid- 
ing an Important aspect, Mr. Wil- 
liams pointed out. Work is Important 
Intrinsically for the food which it 
gives .the eoul, without which a man's 
self respect cannot endure. 



Best Hope. of Peace Rests In 
Inculcation of These 
Principles 

P. E. Corbelt, Dean of the Faculty 
of Law who spoke last night over Star 
tion CKAC on the Graduates' Society - 
Broadcast stated that the place of 
international politics in modern schools 
should be accentuated. "What we need 
Is more men and women who have an 
accurate understanding of what is 
happening in the world today," . he 
said. 

There are some countries whose 
citizens take an intelligent interest in 
the course of affairs in the world tor 
clay, but these are few and far be- . 
tween. This interest is partly due to"' 
geographical situation, partly to na- 
tional history, and partly to education. 
That this is not the case in either 
the United States or Canada can be 
accounted for first by the absence of r";' 
any sense of insecurity and secondly 
by defects in our educational system, 
The American has basked in the sun > 
of financial prosperity for a long, time 
and, we, her humble neighbours, have 
enjoyed a similar prosperity on a small- 
er scale, and conseqquently have taken 
the International sanation pretty much 
for granted. 

Changes Attitude 
Already, in the faraway depression 
days, there were some signs of change 
in this Canadian attitude of Indiffer- 
ence, In previous days, we have been 
content to leave international : policy 
pretty much to the Mother-Country. 
As we saw it, we were here to develop 
a huge, unsettled territory. During the 
last Great War, however, our attitude 
underwent a serious change. We de^ 
manded and secured a vote ini'.the 
peace negotiations; and we took part 
in drafting the Covenant of the League 
of Nations. , We demanded . and - 
taincd independent membership in its 
deliberative assemblies. This change 
of outlook was fostered by diligent 
workers on the part of this organisa-, 
tion.

I HERE is at McGill a certain publication 
•Gom'monly known as the Alarm Clock.

Although 
certain of the articles were justified and 
undoubtedly correct, there were others of 
which the less said the better; for instance, 
here was the contribution, "Are We Yes 

Quoting the author's opening para- 
graph, she says, "There is on the campus 
—apparently unlooked-for and undesired 
- number of students marked by 
mind. They seem to be- 
r at a university is under- 
taken to develop mental powers and the 
:ourage of conviction. They would use 
the knowledge they have acquired and the 
mental discipline they havé experienced 
not merely as a means of gaining a liveli- 
hood, not merely as social ornaments, but 
as weapons against social injustices, in- 
tentional or unintentional" 

The meaning of this absolutely un- 
mistakeable. According to her, all • those 
students who realize that the social struc- 
ture is not yet perfect, and who see that 
there is much that requires redress, are an 
undesirable body, one to be socially tabooed. 
What more utter nonsense is there than 
this? Perhaps however, she considers 
that "certain number of students marked 
. by a singular turn of mind," as all belong- 
' ing to the Labor Club or as members of 
. the.C. CF. 

Man being what he is, differences of 
opinion wjll always exist. Why", .therefore, 
should the writer of "Are We Yes Men" 
subtly hint 'that because we are not all 
socialistically inclined, that we do not in 
tend- to try and use any knowledge that we 
muy have gained at university, to hel 
fellow citizens in distress; or that 
p| '■expend any thought upon present day 
fifnditions? 

Too few people understand that so- 
jpetymust, and always is balanced; if there 
are radicals, there are conservatives; if 
there are criminals, there are police; if 
there are bulls, there are bears. Sometimes 
"H one is markedly predominant over the 
sooner or later, this will be 
versed: and as a? general. rule 
... o are usually nicely balanced, some- 
times tending a little one way, and the next 
I minute moving the opposite direction. The 
■progress of civilization has been, and is,. a 
matter of slow and gradual growth; per- 
manent changes are not the result of sud- 
den over night changes, but are the quintes- 
sence of years, centuries, and ages of social 
avolution. 

The pages of history show this at every 
scrutiny. One body acts upon another as 



a v brake, slowing up any movement that 
(Promises to be too rapid and thus to cause 
social upheaval. The present depression is 
bwing largely to the everchanging Value of 
gold, and is a remarkably good example of 
what would happen in society, if changes 
were too abrupt. Thus, every person, group, 
or faction fills and has a certain duty to 
:arry out, and which she, he, or it un- 
soasciously, yet perfectly, does.

Political treaties no longer command the res- 
pect of the world. When they are negotiated, It is 
true enough that all the signatories desire to stand 
by the agreements, but once regret has crept Into 
the minds of the contracting parties, or some mis- 
givings appear on the horizon, new interpretations 
are given to the archive documents, and those 
I clauses which are not approved at the moment, 
either for political or economic expediency, are 
dropped with little compunction. Witness the 
Japanese interpretation of the Kellogg-Brland 
Treaty, and the subsequent revolt against the Lea- 
gue of Nations which insisted that the Japanese 
actions in China were in direct violation of the 
Covenant. But Japan has kept her newly-won 
territories in the face of world protest. Since 
China Is the victim, and little ramifications arc 
expected in the near future that will disturb the 
rest of the world, none of the penalizing clauses of 
the League's covenant are brought into play. 

But Japan is not the only guilty party. She is 
merely mentioned, .here as an example. There is 
serious doubt whether any country has in recent 
decades gone' Into a war merely on the basis of 
participation in a defensive or offensive pact. Some 
there are who quote the heroic example of Eng- 
land's entrance into the last war against Ger- 
many because of a violation of the neutrality of 
Belgium. This may make a nice statement for 
a children's Short History of England, but nobody 
who uses facts as a basis for his reasoning will 
believe this. England entered the war for the 
same reason that she first guaranteed the neutral- 
ity of Belgium: she feared the possession of the 
channel ports by a hostile nation, and' since the 
beginning of the century, Germany has been re- 
garded as hostile, Winston Churchill, In his post- 
war books repeatedly refers to war-plans in which 
the Central Powers were always on the "other 
side." 

This again illustrates the futility of pacts in 
the maintenance of peace. An example of a de- 
faulting signatory is Italy, who refused to be 
drawn into the war in the early stages of the 
struggle, because she claimed that her pact was 
"defensive," and maintained that Germany was the 
aggressor. 

Solemn promises mean nothing. A portfolio of 
Treaties is protection not even against a single 
rifle, let alone vast armaments. The, day of the 
promise Is long gone by, nobody believes in It. The 
only language that the busy world understands is 
aotion, but -very little constructive work has been 
passed on to the anxious world since 1918. On thé 
one hand, Germany indignantly demands disarma- 
ment from Europe as fulfilment of one of the 
clauses of the Versailles Treaty, when general dim- 
inution of ^instruments' of warfare was promised af- 
ter the subjugation of the Central Powers. She 
now claims, and rightly so, that she alone had dis- 
armed, but no corresponding action has been forth- 
coming from the rest of the world. Her army, cut 
to a maximum of 100,000 has now been increased 
by the enlistment of the Nazi storm troops Into 
the regular miltiia. and this in the face of the 
protest from the various; capitals. " The attitude on 
all sides seems .to be one of getting away with as 
much as possible, stopping just before the extra 
straw Is loaded on that will break the patience of 
the world. The League of Nations has proven to 
be a fizzle as far as political matters are concerned, 
though a good word may be said for it in matters 
of amelioration of certain social evils. The general 
conclusions from all International co-operation in 
the last fifteen years is that only such things In 
which everybody is in agreement finds a solution, 
while in those pregnant matters which demand Im- 
mediate action for the prevention of a political 
catastrophe within a generation no settlement can 
be arrived at. 

The reason for the continuous stale-mate all 
over the world is beyond question the rising' tide of 
nationalism which has swept over the world since 
the war. Instead of the compromising attitude af- 
ter armistice, which may have turned the forces of 
reconstruction along paths that promised interna- 
tional goodwill and cooperation, there has been 
nothing but hatred bred from the terms dictated at 
Versailles, and the subsequent betrayal of the pol- 
itical minds which were obsessed with the desire to 
get as much from the defeated enemies, as possibly 
could be drained from a broken nation, a people 
ruined economically and shattered mentally. Every 
statesman tried to get 'as much for his people as 
the o titers allowed him— greed, and envy went hand 
in hand with the deliberations. Germany, reliev- 
ed from the Prusslanism which had led her into 
the war had been promised a new deal, and Presi- 
dent Wilson more than once piously announced 
that she would not be' treated as a vanquished en- 
emy, but rather as a mishandled brother who had 
led off the straight and narrow path by a 
lltary system which the world' had finally suc- 
ceeded in shattering. The opinion was that, 
not .Germany had been. conquered, but rather, that 
the Kaiser and what he' stood for had been van- 
quished. 

:' Had only the world followed these simple canons 
of brotherhood we would today not have the prob- 
lem that is stifling post-war rehabilitation. In- 
stead of brotherly treatment the defeated nations 
were treated with- contempt, were forced to admit 
the guilt of the struggle, were shorn of tremendous 
economic resources that were necessary for re- 
construction, and were humiliated as no people of 
such noble tradition had ever before evidenced in 
history. This aside from the terrific money tri- 
bute that was. demanded. 

Only one outcome could result from such a 
situation. , Germany, Austria and Hungary were 
embittered. Their frames of mind was not condu- 
cive to international cooperation; hatred, fear and 
disillusionment spread from the vanquished to the 
victors. The new nations were in constant dread 
lest their former masters would attempt to recap- 
ture their .territories, and the great powers set out 
to nourish these fears in order to complete the 
victory of arms. 

From all this grew the spirit of nationalism, 
which has become the curse of our period. First a 
mental reaction, it soon found an outlet in econ- 
omic spheres, and tariff walls and customs bar- 
riers were raised in the attempt to keep as much 
of the national dividend at home as was possible, 
and furtherrtw jtet as much'out r bf -tKe-othi 



tlons as could possibly be gained through unfair ex- 
change. This of course could only, last for a lim- 
ited time, but few visualized the outcome, and 
those who did raise a meek voice of protest were 
disregarded in the crowds who thought their own 
states were marching forward to national perfec- 
tion. 

Look at the concrete results of this national- 
ism. Each nation, looks upon her, neighbour with 
distrust, each is waiting to gobble up at the first 
opportunity what it can from the other, each Is 
arming herself to the teeth, far beyond her finan- 
cial capacity, in the dreaded fear that she will be 
the victim of aggression. Everybody is preparing 
for defense, but what results is the proverbial 
powder-barrel that requires only a small spark to 
ignite. This may be a trite metaphor, but It is 
none the less true. 

The solution to all this is hard to find. One 
speaks vaguely of new hopes in internationalism, 
but it may be too late now to get such reactions 
from the mood of the post-war generation. Like a 
patient, the world is now at the crisis of its ill- 
ness, we must wait for this to pass, and perhaps 
when all the hopes of the nationalists have been seen 
as futile, when the spirit of hatred has been proven 
to be a false doctrine, and when nations will see 
face to face with each other's difficulties, we may 
hope for a new era. In the. meantime, we must 
hold tight, as it were, and, wait, wait, watt.

STUDENT ACTIVITIES 
DURING CHINESE CRISIS 

A STUDENT SPEAKS 

- fc By Frances P'ei-yueh Ch'en 

(The following is the second of a 
series of articles written by students of 
Ycnching University, Peiping, China, 
us part of the icork of an Inter- 
national Correspondence Committee, 
one of the patriotic organs recently 
formed in that institution. The article 
gives an account of student patriotic 
movements in China — from the 
ousting of the pro-Japanese ministers 
In 1919 to the reaction against the 
Shanhaikuan outbreak, 1933.) 

In trying to understand the various conflicts 
that rage within the breast of a college student at 
the present moment in China, it is well to bear In 
mind both the student environment and view- 
point. There has been a great deal of misappre- 
hension In the minds of the public generally as re- 
gards the "patriotic work" which students felt 
they must undertake. The ever-changing and un- 
stable conditions of the Chinese Government have 
encouraged boldness in the student movement. To 
Westerners, many of the resulting actions have ap- 
peared nonsensical or unduly radical. 

This article is an attempt, on the part of one 
student, to interpret fairly the numerous patriotic 
activities among the students In China today. In 
the first place, the successes which have resulted 
from various student movements during times of 
national crisis in the past have given students en- 
couragement to continue to participate in political 
affairs. Second, students wish to arouse the spirit 
of patriotism among their people Who still remain 
ignorant that China Is facing one of the most 
critical moments in her national history. Third, 
they wish to promote a thorough-going boycott of 
Japan, so that in the event of China's failure to 
match her enemy In military strength, she may 
defeat her by economio measures. Then, lastly, we 
wish to convey to the active participants in China's 
lines of defence that they are not alone In the 
struggle, but that the whole Intellectual class is 
behind them and wishes to encourage them in their 
brave fight for the protection of their country. 

Let' us look back to -see what active part the 
students have taken In the molding of China's 
history these recent years. The student movement 
is generally considered to have started in 1910, 
when a group of pro-Japanese ministers in the 
Peking Government wished to abide by Japan's 
demands for Shantung at the Peace Conference in 
Paris. However, this was boldly denounced by stu- 
dents of Peking University, who started a move- 
ment' in which they were later joined by students 
of other universities of Peking, to turn those dis- 
loyal men out of office. This resulted in a sym- 
pathetic response from all parts of China, and 
backed by this support, the students may be cred- 
ited with a large share in the return of Shantung 
province to China. The student movement was 
first Instituted Tor political reform but later on, as 
it spread, it took on the phase of nation-wide at- 
tempt to rouse to a sense of national consciousness 
the mass of the Chinese people. 

When in 1926 the Japanese killed several 
Chinese workmen in their weaving mills in Bhang-, 
hai, the students started an agitation which direct- 
ed its energies to the boycott of Japan and Great 
Britain, then considered to be a powerful ally of 
Japan and of imperialism generally. This boycott 
was verjr effective, for during 1925 British trade 
was exceedingly hard-hit by a strike which lasted 
for fourteen months, and resulted in a compromise 
on both sides. 

Perhaps our greatest weapon for defense has 
been, the boycott, It has brought success in the 
past, why not now? It Is spreading like a wild 
flame throughout the country. It has been suc- 
cessful in striking hard at Japanese trade during 
past years. Students have taken a very active, part 
in this, and the whole country is gradually becom- 
ing ."boycott-conscious," from the humble rickshaw 
puller to the highest official. A boycott is not easy 
to enforce, nor can it be put into force as quickly 
as one could wish. Its success depends upon the 
support of the' mass of the .people, but many are 
poor in China, while the public memory -is so short 
that It must be continually spurred by Intense stimu- 
lation. , Now, however, in all the great cities we 
find 'societies for the Salvation of the Nation by 
Boycott working out plans of procedure and per- 
haps it Is not too much to say that the students 
have been thé living spirit of the movement. 

In 1926 students actively: supported the Kuom- 
intang National Party In an. aftempt to overthrow 
militarism in China and unite the country under 
the central Government at Nanking. After the estab- 
lishment of the Nationalist regime at Nanking, the 
student patriotic movement remained quiescent, but 
the sudden attack on Mukden, the outrageous vio- 
lation of the neutrality of the International Set- 
tlement hv Shanghai, and thls last capture of Shan- 
halkwan have again stirred patriotic feeling In stu- 
dent circles to fever pitch. In the face of this ac- 
tive Japanese aggression, the students have been 
striving to declde upon the right course of action, 
for they sense a two-fold duty— one In pursuing 
their studies quietly without Involving themselves in 
political affairs, and the other in endeavoring to 
arouse the spirit of patriotism within' every single 
Chinese breast In the country. In order to under- 
stand why this patriotic spirit is not vitar and glow- 
ing In every Chinese heart, we must remember that 
a majority of the Chinese people is still illiterate, 
tradition in the past has been one of family 



rather than a national loyalty. If we 
students do not take it upon ourselves 
to go out and enlighten the illiterate 
and arouse national loyalty, who will? 
Must China remain forever dormant 
and passive? Moreover, education has 
turned the thoughts of students to po- 
litical and International matters. What 
has stirred in the students a burning 
desire to enlighten their countrymen 
is the knowledge that the Japanese 
have gone out among these Ignorant 
peasants to enlist them In their cause 
by painting pictures of a "future par- 
adise on earth" under Japanese rule. 
And wc who have knowledge of the 
facts of the case know how "real" a 
paradise was created for the Koreans! 

To keep students entirely out of poli- 
tics and confine them to their studies 
would perhaps be Ideal, but this is im- 
possible In China at the present time. 

The world has wished to encourage 
China to maintain her passivs attitude 
and rely on assistance from the League 
of Nations. After a year and a half of 
useless waiting we find Japan ever 
tightening her grip on China, and we 
find students possessed by a fiery emo- 
tion hard to suppress. The patriotism 
of Chinese students Is finding various 
forms of expression; many kinds of 
call to put their lives at the service of 
their country have gone to volunteer 
in the armies with the hope of carry- 
ing inspiration and courage to those 
who are fighting. For our soldiers do 
need encouragement. Although we have 
armies they do not consist wholly of 
intelligent, patriotic soldiers who fight 
from an impetus within them. Many 
Join the army merely as a means of 
securing a livlhood, so poverty-stricken 
is their status. Can we expect from 
them as much true national fervpr as 
from those who fight solely for love of 
country? No, it is impossible. So these 
students who cannot suppress the urge 
that is in them are joining the volun- 
teer armies at the front, to sacrifice 
their lives if they must in their desire 
to prove to China's soldiers that the 
whole Chinese nation Is behind them 
and that we Chinese are not wasting 
our energies in internal civil strife, but 
are uniting against a dangerous foe 
that threatens to strike at the very 
heart of our national life.

Smart puckster who spent a year in China where he 
played hockey in a. league some twenty-five year} old! 

Prominent Puckster Plays 
Hockey In Chinese Loop 

GORDIE MEIKLEJOHN, Medical Freshman, and rugged defence man of 
the 8enlor Hockey Team, has had a varied career that carried him 
to the Far East where he attended Tientsin University. Gordie started 
his hockey at Taft Prep School In Wisconsin whence he matriculated into 
the University or Wisconsin. There under the tutelage of Coach Johnny 
Farquhar, former Winnipeg puckster, he, developed into a formidable 
hockeylst. 

Continuing his studies which carried him to Ohlna, Meiklejohn took 
a year of Pre-medlcal work at the Tientsin University. It is cold enough 
to have ice for part of the year, and an Inter-port league has been running 
for some twenty-five or more years. Ice is natural, but the rinks are 
covered to prevent dust from gathering on the surface I 

The University students play a neat brand of the game under rules 
much similar to those played here. The representative port teams, Tient- 
sin and Pekln, were a veritable league of nations. During 1929-30, the 
Peking team had the following personnel: Boslowsky, a Pole; Thunder, 
an Englishman; Verevkin, a Russian; E. Jung, a Sino-German, and Meikle- 
john. 

An exerpt from the North China Staï dating back to 1930, is as fol- 
lows: (the game was covered by a Japanese sports writer): 

"So pronounced was the lack of combination among the forwards, 
that Knauff once went up In his impatience and gave Thunder the neatest 
short pass seen from a Peking man, in order to show his colleagues what 
ought to be done, this practical example being accompanied by terse and 
emphatic comments on the ruinous nature of Peking's tactics." (Ed. note:— 
Ah me, how peaceful it is!) 

"Then followed a period of pretty even play, and Meiklejohn, doing 
a splendid piece of solo work, worked his way right through to within ten 
feet of the Tientsin goal, to send In a straight shot which R. A. C. Cooke 
stopped with the bridge of his nose, nec:asitating his retirement." 

Meiklejohn intimated that McGill should be expecting' a challenge 
from Peking University regarding her claims to mythical college hockey 
championship of the world.

At the time 
however, on over-riding Interest inter- 
vened, namely the task of* alleviating 
the consequences of the economic 
crisis, and Miss McPhall's plan was left 
for the time being. 

Dean Corbett said that it is owing 
to the realisation of the present state 
of affairs that we are having war-debt 
negotiations and a world economic 
conference. Experts seem to think 
that the most active cause of the 
present situation Is the tariff and im- 
port restrictions. The immediate ef- 
fect ot new import duties is heighten- 
ing of tariffs In other countries, and 
in . the long run national industry as a 
whole is infinitely worse off than if 
there had been no protection at all. 
More real knowledge of the world's in- 
terdependence,, more understanding of 

...... 

the interests or foreign countries and 
the inevitable effect upon those inter- 
ests of sefish. trade, restrictions at our 
borders would tend to prevent this 
foolish and ■ short-sighted policy. 

The speaker pointed out that if we 
do not know more of what is going 
on in the world, we cannot hope to 
shape our policy so that it will do 
the most good with regard to trade 
and industry, In regard to armaments, 
arbitration and international organi- 
zation in harmony with' world forces 
and influences, ' A practical advant- 
age to the private individual, of more 
information •'. about political situations 
and foreign trends would be some safe- 
guard against unsound investments.

He went on to state that it might 
best be obtained by doing everything 
possible to encourage the beginning 
made in the schools. Even elementary 
history and geography can be' made 
infinitely more interestng and signifi- 
cant it some effort is made to present 
the countries studied as living realities 
In the contemporary world. '• For the 
adult' population, the press exerts 
the' chief influence as an educational 
influence. Recently the newspapers 
have, made great progress towards ac- 
burifëy^in /'dealing with., international 
affairs. There is hope of continual ad- 
vance, if our editors are made 'aware 
of a growing- demand for this type or 
news. 

The Dean rhîn stated that In the 
universities of McGlll and Toronto, 
there are seats or international law,

which study is intimately, associated 
with politics. Moreover in the de- 
partments or political science and 
history; courses which involve some 
study of current events abroad are of- 
fered, He further stated that he was 
not one to encourage superficial ex- 
pansion in the field of university ac- 
tivity,. but that the subject of inter- 
national affairs is so. admirably, adapt- 
ed to the purposes of liberal education 
that it would be well to consider fol- 
lowing the example set by many Eng- 
lish, European and American universi- 
ties . in establishing • department* to 
specialize in this f ield.
